St. Louis.—A new system, ex pected 
to mark an era In Inland waterway 
transportation, Is planned b y a group 
of prominent St Louis b usiness men 
who have incorporated the Standard 
Unit Navigation company. Under the 
plans, transportation on the Mississip­ 
pi and othei rivers would he handled 
in a manner similar to railroad trans­ 
portation. New types of towb oats and 
b arges are to b e used, ex tensive trials 
of which have proved successful, oili- 
ciais said 
Ex plaining the methods, Carl 
J. 
Baer, one of the directors, said that, 
instead of the huge b arges in use on 
the lower Mississippi, the system pro- 
vides for small b arges, linked together 
like freight car* on a train. 
The towb oats, which will have a 
displacement of ab out one-third that 
of craft now in use for the purpose, 
will, nevertheless, develop as 
much 
power. 
Propulsion of the b oats will b e pad­ 
dles fix ed ou an endless chain on each 
side of the b oat. 
“The b arges will b e small, having a 
capacity of from one to tliree car­ 
loads," continued Mr. Baer. "Trains of 
b arges would b e made up In a fashion 
similar to freight car trains. A b arge 
designed for a river port would b e 
dropped at that port, and the train 
would 
proceed, 
picking 
up loaded 
b arges at different points. 
“Division of the rivers, like railroad 
divisions, would b e estab lished, the 
towb oats hauling the b arges through 
| their divisions and delivering the tow 
to other b oats at the division points. 
•The design of the towb oats and 
b arges will fie such that 
they can 
operate 
efficiently in three feet of 
water." 
Mr. Bner pointed out that under the 
proposed method gulf-to-the-lnkes serv­ 
ice would Immediately b ecome feasib le 
b y using the present canal from Chi­ 
cago to the Illinois river and then to 
the Mississippi 
He added that tow- 
b oats and b arges of the new type had 
b een contracted for, and that the serv­ 
ice was ex pected to b egin nex t sum­ 
mer.

Company Designs Transport on 
River Like Railways. 


St. Louts.—A new system, expected 
to mark an era in Inland waterway 
transportation, is planned by a group 
of prominent S t Louis business men 
who have incorporated the Standard 
Unit Navigation company. Under the 
plans, transportation on the Mississip­ 
pi and othei rivers would be handled 
In a manner similar to railroad trans­ 
portation. New types of towboats and 
barges are to be used, extensive trials 
of which have proved successful, olti- 
elais said. 
Explaining 
the 
methods. 
Carl 
J. 
Baer, one of the directors, said that, 
instead of the huge barges in use on 
the lower Mississippi, the system pro­ 
vides for small barges, linked together 
like freight cars on a train. 
The towboats, which will have a 
displacement of about one-third that 
of craft now In use for the purpose, 
will, nevertheless, develop 
as 
much 
power. 
Propulsion of the boats will be pad­ 
dles fixed ou an endless chain on each 
side of the boat. 
“The barges will be small, having a 
capacity of from one to three car­ 
loads,” continued Mr. Baer. “Trains of 
barges would be made up In s fashion 
similar to freight car trains. A barge 
designed for a river port would be 
dropped at that port, and the train 
would 
proceed, 
picking 
up 
loaded 
barges at different points. 
"Division of the rivers, like railroad 
divisions, would be 
established, the 
towboats hauling the barges through 
J their divisions and delivering the tow 
to other boats at the division points. 
“The design of the towboats and 
barges will be such that 
they 
can 
operate 
efficiently 
in three feet of 
water.” 
.Mr. Bner pointed out that under the 
proposed method gulf-to-the-lnkes serv­ 
ice would Immediately become feasible 
by using Hie present canal from Chi­ 
cago to the* Illinois river and then to 
the Mississippi.
